THE JPKESIWEXTIAL, BACKS. 


A Chicago dispatch of January 20th 


says the Presidential question is ab- 
•orbing a large amount of Attention 
among newspaper menf and interviews 
with leading politicians are being held 
daily. The scores-of summaries sent in 
from the principal cities in the West 
give a pretty fair index, it is presnmed, 
of the condition of the public mind on 
the subject of nominees. This is prin 
cipally true of Republican candidates. 
As far as regards the Democrats there 
seems to be a great deal of uneasiness, 
of uncertainty. Tilflen doubtless has 
the lead in the race, yet, with Thurman 
and Hendricks crowding him closely, 
any number of dark horses are in the 
immediate rear. The interviews give 
the following general results among Re- 
publicans: By far a greater number ex- 
press the preference for Blame, who is 
especially strong in Iowa, Minnesota 
and Nebraska. The next strongest can 
didate is Sherman, who even in Iowa 
crowds Blaine pretty close, and in Wis- 
consin and in parts of Illinois. In In- 
diana and Ohio, and in a number ol 
Westein and Southern States Sherman 
has a following that is si^eptly working 
with much more effect tWn noise, t 
surprising number also c^fress a prefer 
ence for Hayef, despite his declaration 
that he would not be a candidate, these 
are understood to be all for Sherman 
for the second choice.

This, the leading and most important 


question of Nevada farmers of to-day, 
and one that when folly solved will- 
make Nevada an agricultural as well as 
mining State, is being practically tested 
by Mr. i. H. Slavan, of Argenta, a gen- 
tleman who has read and thought a 
great deal upon this all-absorbing ques- 
tion of proper irrigation. 


After mastering the thing in his mind 


to his own satisfaction, he came to the 
conclusion to lest the practicability of 
taking water from the Humboldt river 
and carrying it upon his land. For 
this purpose he secured the right of way 
for a ditch or flume from Argenta to 
Battle Mountain, a distance, by way of 
the proposed ditch, of 13 miles, and on 
the first day of May, 1879, be commen- 
ced operations by building a dam on the 
south channel of the Humboldt, in 
Section 12, of Township 32 North, 
Range 46 East, M. D. M. The dam is 
75 feet long, 7 feet high and 6 feet 
across the top, with gates to regulate 
the flow of water into the ditch, which 
connects at this point with the dam. 
The ditch tuns along tho-noith side of 
the Central Pacific Railroad and is sur- 
veyed the whole distance from Argent* 
to Battle Mountain. It has1 'been com- 
pleted over a mile and Mr. Slavan had 
the water from it during the past season 
on some of his land, from which he 
raised a good crop of barley, oats, pota- 
toes, turnips and beets. 


The land is very rich and productive 


and with plenty' of water and a little 
cntivation, may be made to produce as 
fine a crop as any in California. 


With the completion of the Argenta 


and Battle Mountain ditch a large 
amount of good 'land on the north side 
of the railroad track will be brought 
under cultivation,and a good chance will 
be bad for persons to get hold of a nibe 
little farm, for most of the land belongs 
to the Central Pacific Railroad Company 
and can be bought for a trifle. 


This ditch is a private enterprise, Mr. 


Slavan being sole owner, and we hope 
to see it, at some future day, return to 
its enterprising projector and builder a 
handsome revenue, as it surely will. 
More of such work is needed in this 
section of our county, and there is no 
doubt but that the day is not far distant 
when the waters of the Humboldt will 
be giving life to many a growing field 
of grain, and instead of sending away 
for potatoes, grain, etc., the farmers 
will be able to supply Battle Mountain 
with all these important articles.
